My dear Mrs. Chapman: are 

Under a seperate cover, the notes on the Carters /\ being re- 
turned to you. I have been very happy to have them. The counties below 
Richmond have been an unexplored country to me and your records have been 
most interesting if for no other reason whan that they are new to me. 
| I have looked over your article in Va. Hist. Mag. for April 
again this morning ond I am full of your query. Evidently you do not 
think William and Alice of Surry Co. left descendants in the male line. 
Evidently, also from your notes , you have considered William and Magdalen 
of Isle of Wight as possibly of your line. 

Would it be possible to get some help from following Wormeley 
and Loyd lines in very early records ? Both of John Carter's wives were 
of these two families. I mean John son of John of Lancaster and Nansemond 
Gounties, the Burgess and father of King Carter? 

Can I give you any more assistance ? I have the printed genealo- 
gies of the Capt. Thomas Carter of Barford by Dr. Joseph Lyon Miller and 
of Giles Carter of Henrico by General William Harding Carter and the 
chart of the King Carter descendants by Robert Carter. Some of these 
are now out of print. I also have some correspondence with General Carter 
and Dr. Mi11¢" when they were writing their genealogies. I have too a 
very little from Lt.Col. C.C.McCulloch of the Edward Carter of Blenheim 
family of Albemarle Co. At one time, I thought that William Carter son 
of Edward Carter of Blenheim and his wife Miss Cash was my William Carter. 
Hence my accumulation ef Albemarle Co. data. I never have been able to get 
his dates or other information about him but, I am quite sure he was born 
too late. So you see, I too thought that my grandfather Robert came by 
the name through his descent from Robert, King Carter. 


My Goochland records are quite full. I have tried to show you on another 
sheet , just about what they cover. While I spent a day in Lancaster Coe 
I went for Chetwood data and Mr. McIlwaine , State Librarian came and took 
wills and deeds for photostating before I finished the Chetwood search . I 
had no opportunity to search the Carter records . I felt too that Dre 
Miller had done that very thoroughly. Much is in print from that county.

Go. records looking up Chetwoods. They might furnish some Carter data worth 
while for there were. plenty of them there in an early aay .(r0 toad ) 
Since I sent you my Hanover data. I have thought it over 
and think there must be some where another Hanover Co. Will and deed book 
that I have not seen. though it is probable that some of the old books 
are missing.{This relates to the Wade data. )

Miss Johnston at the Historical Society has most 
kindly answered some queries which I had regarding the 
Carter family, this information mostly from the Carter 
Family Bible owned by youe I am preparing for the 
American Antiquarian Society a Bibliography of American 
Newspapers before 1820 and am now working on the section 
devoted to Maryland. 


It seems that Edward C. Stanard was the publisher 
and editor of the newspaper, The Spirit of Seventy-Six, 
at Richmond in the 1808-09 and later at Washington and 
at Baltimore. He died in 1810 and his widow, Rebecca 
Carter Stanard and her two brothers, James B. Carter and 
John M. Carter, continued the paper at Washington and at 
Baltimore. 


I have been unable to find Washington and Baltimore 
files of ‘the Spirit of Seventy-Six, and yet it seems as if 
one must have been retained in the possession of the family. 
if so, naturally the files would have gone to Marco B. Carter, 
your grandfather. Therefore I am most anxious to find if 
you know of any such files, or even odd issues of this paper 
still in the possession of any member of the family.

A sketch of the "Carter Family" published in 1857 by Bishop Meade states 
that John Carter was the eldest son of Robert Carter who was commander in chief 
of the forces sent against the Rappahanock Indians, Both he and the eldest son 
John appear in the vestry book as members of the vestry in the year 1666. Robert 
Carter previous to his death in 1669 built by contract the first Church standing 
on the spot where Christ Church ( built later by Robert "King" Carter) now standse 

I note you state you are a descendent of John Carter of Williamsburg, This 
is the same City in which resided Carter Burwell who married Lucy Grymese Possibly 
you may be able to throw some light on the Burwells as I am endeavoring to obtain 
the dates of their births, marriages and deaths. 

I am only interested in the descendents of Robert "King" Carters
